St. Petersburg, May 12.— Impending 
events of great Importance to the mill- 
t«r7 Bltnatlon In Manchuria are fore- 
shaldowed in offldal dispatcbet given 
ont late Wednesday night by Uie war 
commission. 

, On May 8 the Japanese forces cau- 
tiously moved from Feng Wang Cheng 
toitrard Hal Cheng, which is S3 miles 
cast by north of New Clnvang, and It 
is tbo opinion of the general staff that 
they should certainly reach their desti< 
nation within two days. It the Japan- 
ese occupy Hei Cheng, with Port Ar< 
thur effectively cut off, New Chawng, 
which the Russians have already dis- 
mantled, would pass Into their hands. 
The entire Liao Tung peninsula, In 
fact, save Port Arthur, and perhaps 
Kaiping, would be commanded by 
them. 

The satisfaction felt at the rc-esfr»b- 
llshment of commnnli ation with I'ort 
Arthur Is in( r(as<'d liy the Knowlcilgo 
t|iat a train load of ammunition has 
been safely delivered to the fortress. 
This was done In the presence of the 
enemy's army which landed at Plt- 
ireso and which Is apparently on the 
eve of being reinforced by another di- 
vision on board 30 transports now ly- 
ing off Fort Adams. 

The authorities are looking with con* 
slderable philoscodijr on the divtslon by 
Gen. Kuroki of his army Into threa 
separate commands, for they expect 
Gen. Kuroptakln promptly to t^Ke ad- 
vantage of the numerical inferiority 
of the enemy. . 

There are ample supplies of muni- 
tions of war at Port Arthur, but natur- 
ally Gen. KuropatUIn desired to send 
as murh as possible to the fortress. 
During the expected siege great quae- 
of shells and explosives will be 
fired, and the Russians can not afford 
to 'permit th« reproach of the defend- 
ers that they could not hold Port Ar 
thur because of a lack of powder and 
shells. But I • < flUers assert there 
are enough supplies there for one year. 

With such a large force of the enemy 
before Port -Arthur it is well under 
ctood here that It Is a question of days, 
lerbaps hours, before communication 
is again cut off. it Is predicted that 
|here will be a daring attempt at a 
TI^IMItition of iiieut. Col. Spirldonofl's 
plan to get ammunition Into Port Ar- 
thur. 

One fact mentioned In the official 
dispatches on which the authoiitics lav 
stress is the action of the Chinese In 
jsaving a Japanese detachment from <i 
ppssack ambuscade. Such incidents 
as these can only lead. It Is stated, to 
Gen. KuropatUin's taking determined 
l^e^sures. He c an not have the enemy 
^thtn as wfii as outside the lines.

Oeear Jenes, a Swom Juror, Removed 

From the Jury. 

Rising 8nn, Ind., May 12.— There 
was a change in the personnel of the 

Jury in the Oilleepie case. It has been 
proved that Oscar Jonee, a sworn juror, 
Is a third cousin of Mrs. Belle Seward, 
one of the defendants. Attorney 
Spaan's motion to remove Jones from 
the Jury was sustained by Judge Dow- 
ney, ne motion was a long typewrit- 
ten document, and recited that Oscar 
Jones' mother was a first cousin of the 
mother of Wflllam Seward, husbanil 
of Belle Seward, one of the defendants 
in the present case. William Seward 
is dead, but Attorney Spaan cited prec- 
edents and anthorKles to show that 
the relationship still continues. In 
fact, he proved that In Indiana rela- 
tionship continues up to the fifth de- 
gree, and is recognized in court. 

Attorney Thomas Shay made a mo- 
iloa that all ftmr defendants in the Gil- 
lespie caBe be dismissed at once. Ho 
said that according to the Indiana \:\\\£ 
the quartet now under Indictment are 
as good as freed. Shay contended that 
the removal of Oscar Jonee as a Juror 
has changed the entire complexion of 
the case, and that his clients can not 
again be placed in jeopardy. He said 
that .Tones Is not related to any of the 
defendants, no relationship has been 
proved, and that the laws from the 
earliest period of Indiana will show nu- 
merous precedents why the qtiartet of 
Indicted persons should be dismissed.

The Body of One of the Victims Was 
LKerally Tern to meeee— Four 

•r Those Who Were In- 
jured May Die. 

Carbondale, 111., May 12.— In an ex. 
plosion Wedneeday at the shaft of the 

Big Muddy Coal and Iron Co. in Hor- 
rln, five men were killed outright, five 
seriously injured and 20 others sllftt* 
ly injured. 

The dead are: John Miller, Dick 
Reins, Fritz Seiberg, Evan Williams 
and Thomas Green. 

Fatally Injured: John Swoflord. 
Frank I^zonla and Angelo S( aronla. 

The disaster was one of the most 
serious in the history of the coal in- 
dustry in this section for many years, 
six kegs of powder had been placed 
in tho mine during the time Interven- 
ing between the night and day shifts, 
for distribution to the men In the 
morning. John Miller, a driver, had 
charge of the distribution of the ex- 
plosives. 

Ten minutes after Miller was su;,- 
posed to have accomplished his taslc, 
the electric current which r\ins the 
machines was turned on and the explo- 
sion followed. It is supposed that 
through some mistake the current wac 
switched on before Miller had distrib- 
uted tho powder. 

Preparations were hurriedly ma'1^ 
by tbe men on top to learn tiie fate 
of thehr 40 or more companions below. 
Ob reaehtnff the passageway they 
were met by a frightful sight. The 
body of Miller, the driver, was liter- 
ally torn to pieces. Evan Williams 
was found only a short distance from 
Miller, iad four of those whose Injur- 
ies may prove fatal were found in the 
same vicinity. The tifree others kill- 
ed were farther from the pit and not 
so badly disfigured. The injured men 
were found in all paits of the mln-*. 
The dead and Injured were taken to 
the top as rapidly aa possible, the dead 
to an Improvised morgue and the in- 
jured to their homes or boarding 
houses.

Tobacco plants 
are in good aondition in moat loMlities 
and preparations for transplanting have 
begun : the acreage will not be quite as 
large as usual. Oats, ??«, clover and 
grasses are mote promising, but winter 
oate are rather thin. Gardens and po- 
tato crops are latc, bot DOW doing 
much better. 

Reporta in regard to fruit vary greatly : 
in the central parte of the State most of 
the peaches and a great many apples 
were killed, bot in the northeaatem and 
the e.xtreme western counties the dam- 
age ia not BO great. A fair crop of straw- 
berries is expected.
